peace. He represents that there is widespread 
discontent among them throughout the north 
ern states, caused by the fact that they are in 
a great measure deprived of tbeir political 
and civil rights. Mr. Niles asserts that secret 
organizations, like the one here presented, are

LYNCH LaW CONDEMNED.

There is teo much lynch law in the Uni. 
States. Every case of lynching brings the reg 
ular courts more and more into contempt. it 
does not make any difference whether the 
victim of the mob is guilty or not. When 
men trample the laws under their foot and 
execute a murderer without due pmpcess of 
law, they outrage the law precisely as the vic- 
tim of the mob’s vengeance vielated 
it. The work of the mob is _ not 
punishment. It is vengeance. The 
legally constituted authority only can punish. 
There is no disguising the fact that the ten- 
dency of the period is toward mob law, and 
crime will continue to go unpunished so long 
as the rule of the mob is upneld by public 
sentiment. If the same zeal and determina- 
tion were shown in support of the law that 
are sO conspi in executing a mobh’s 
vengeance there would be no trouble 
in impartially executing the laws 
againstcrime. Itisthe du ty of the press and 
pulpit ana of every law abiding citizen to dis- 
courage mob law. The mobites set the very 
laws at defiance under which they themselves 
hold their lives and property. Carried out to 
its practical conclusion the argument urged 
in defense of the acts of the mob will abolish 
all law and resolve society into its original 
element where each man is a law into him.

The Bill Vetoed by the Governor—What Wi'l Become 
of it. 


Yesterday Governor McDaniel sent to the 
house of representatives a veto of the bill to 
authorize the erection of a market in the city 
of Macon at a cost noi to exceed $v 000. The 
reasou for dectining to sign the bill was thaé 
Macon already owes as much as she is allowed 
to under the constitution, and therefore can 
not issue the bonds contemplated in the bill. 

Mr. Harris, of Bibb, was asked soon after 
the message of the governor was read what 
the representatives of Bibb woulda do about 
the m&tter. Hesaid: ‘So far asthe veto is 
concerned the yoveruor could not have done 
otherwise.

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THE CULTIVa riON OF HOPS. 


Ae Article by the Commiasiouer of Agriculture tn 
Keterence te the Crop. 

It is probable that the cultivation of hops 
will suon take a share of the attention 
of the farmers of the state. In a 
short address betore th @ recent me eting of the 
State agricultural society Hon. Mark A, 
Cooper reterred to the hop as avery profitab! 
crop, and one that ought to receive the atten- 
tion of the farmers, es pe cially the small farm- 
ers, where the women and children are called 
upon to add their share to the creation of an 
ipcome. Mr. C. Horace McCall,of Buena 
\ ista, has written a letter to Commissioner 
Lienderson, in which he applies for informa- 
tion in reterence to the cultivation of hops, 
He states thatthe price of cotton is so low 
that he cannot make the crop pay as hed 
sires, and in casting about for something to 
take the place of cotton he has hit upon 
hops. Tue commissioner has prepared a long 
articie on the subjec’, and Tue Constitution 
has secured Caeieaad sheets of the article, 
The commissioner says: 

The hop is a perennial rooted plant, that is, 
the tops are killed by frost but the roots con- 
tinue to live and put forth every spring for 
an indefinite period. It is diwcivus, that is, 
the male and female flowers are cn separate 
plants. The female flowers are the object of 
culture. They are not grown from seeds but 
are propagated by means of- sprouts or sets 
from old stools. The best ground is a good, 
deep loam, witha clay subsoil—such a soil as 
will produce a heavy crop of cotton. Lime 
is an essential ingredient, and if not present 
in the soil in abundance, it must be supplied. 
The preperation of the soil should be deep 
and thorough by means of repeated Leagan. 

and barrowings, since the land is te be oc- 
cupied for an indefinite period. In Feb- 
ruary the fleld prepared for hops should 
be marked off by furrows crossing each other, 
eight feet each way, and two or three roots or 
sets of a iemale vine planted at each intersec- 

tion, excepting thata male plant is planted 
ip every eighth hill of every eighth row. Covy- 
er the sprou's two or three inches and press 
the soil firmly around them. The biilsin 
which the male p!ants are set should be mark- 

ed by ashort stake so tpat they may be recog- 
va ag ata giance.

Hops grown in Georgia could be put on the 
market in August, One month in advance of 
the New York and Wisconsin crops, a very 
considerable advantage, since the new crop is 
always eagerly sought for at higher prices. 
[here will never be any difficul'y in finding a 
market for hops of rood quality. The Atlanta 
brewery consumes annually about 350,000 
pounds, all of which is purchased in northern 
markets. The freightom hops to Cincinnati 
is about two dollars per bale of two hupdred 
pounds—a comparatively insignificant item of 
expense for a product that commands turee 
times the price of cotton. 

The labor of picking and kiln-drying the pro- 
ductare the heavy itemsofex}-ense connected 
with the culture of hops. The picking, how- 
ever, occurs 1n July, a comparatively leisure 
time, and the remunerative prices that could 
be paid pickers should command the neces- 
sury labor at that time. 

Owing to the fluctuations in the price of 
hops the business of growing them is largely 
speculative, and cannot be recommended as a 
substitute gfor cotton cuiture. A few acres, 
well cultivated, will probably return a good 
average annual profit, and occasionally a very 
considerable income. 

The subject is well worths of investigaijon 
and careful experiment on the part of Georgia 
farmers who are desirous of diversifying their 
Crops.
